go one step farther and will attempt 
to cause the death of several hundred 
million tlies by starvation by remov­ 
ing their food supply wherever j»os- 
sible. 
The new slogan «»am«* from the 
Indiana department o f health for peo­ 
ple who obeyed the former slogan of 
“ swatting” the fly have found 
it to 
be tedious past tiin«» and were not re­ 
warded for their labor by a noticeable 
decrease in number. 
Relieving tlmt the nim»bt»r of Hies 
could h«* greatly lessened In the re- 
n oval ot their food supplies tin? city 
health department will appoint an iu- 
spi-«»tor about the first of next month 
who will distribute e«>|»i«»s ot tin* city 
ordinance providing that all garbage 
cans shall be closed.

away unheeding. 
This startling in­ 
formation was imparted to the com* I 
mittec by J. (I. Rosehell, fourth officer) 
of the Titanic, who a!s 
gave impres-l 
sive details of what occurred on the 
bridge1 of the Titanic just preceding 
and following the collision with the 
iceberg. 
According to

officer,1 
Captain Smith himself was on the 
bridge when the big liner plunged into 
the great mass of ice, but conditions I 
were so that it was impossible to see j 
the berg even after the ship had come, 
into contact with it. 
All attempts to shake Boxehall’s 
conviction that he saw a ship ahead ot 
the Titanic were unavailing.

clared he saw two of her masthead

had no doubt if the Titanic had been 
equipped with searchlights, he said in 
answer t 49 urstions, that it would 
have been possible to attract the at­ 
tention of this ship. 
Boxehall said he

To insure tlie best success in this 
work, the poultryman must first have 
fixed in his mind the line he wishes 
to follow- and then bend every effort 
to carry It out. 
If he wishes to breed 
hens for eggs, the first thing he must 
do is to se lect his stock with that ob­ 
ject in view. 
A farmer who feeds steers for beef 
production picks out individuals which 
conform closest to the type of animal 
which lie considers would make the 
best feeder. 
This type is entirely dif­ 
ferent from the one a dairyman would 
select for his dairy herd. 
The man 
who selects a horse to use on a heavy 
drag wagon hunts for one which he 
thinks can best do that work, while 
the man selecting a race horse would 
pick one of an entirely different con­ 
formation 
Thus, in intelligent selection of our 
live stock the purpose for which it is 
to be used is first determined. 
In ap­ 
plying this principle in the poultry 
business, there are 
several 
things 
which should be considered in select­ 
ing hens for layers. 
The first thing to notice concerning 
the shaiK? is, as to whether or not the 
hen is rangy or bocky. 
A bocky lien 
indicates a meat producer, while the 
more rangy one indicates the produc­ 
tion of eggs. 
Since the development 
of the egg 
to a large extent, takes 
place in the region of the body below- 
the broad part of the back, that part 
of the body should he broader than 
the fore part. 
This gives to the body 
a V-shaped 
appearance 
as 
viewed 
from the top, the small part of 
the 
V lying toward the front. 
When 
a 
hen Is in heavy laying condition, her 
abdomen is lower than the breast line. 
This gives the body the appearance 
of being V-shaped 
as 
viewed 
from 
the side along the 
top 
and bottom 
lines, with the small part of 
the V 
toward the front. 
This 
enlargement 
of tlie body in the abdominal region 


m akes 
the 
back appear somewhat 
narrower, giving the body a V-shaped 
appearance from the back downward 
on the sides as viewed from the rear. 
Thus, a body V-shaped in three d l*, 
rections 
indicates 
large 
productive 
powers. 
A good layer is longer in body, neck 
and logs than a meat-producing lien. 
She stands up 
well 
and 
has a well 
spread tail. 
Observation 
has shown 
that a pinch-tailed Leghorn 
is 
not 
generally as good a layer as is a fan 
tailed one. 
The character of the head furnish­ 
ings is an indication of tho hen’s lav­ 
ing condition. 
When a hen is in full 
laying her comb is 
full 
and bright 
red. 
Some 
Plymouth 
Rocks 
when 
laying heavily will have lopped combs, | 
and therefore become disqualified as 
show' birds. 
When hens are molting 
they lose all their color in face 
and 
comb and the size of their combs be­ 
come very small, but as soon as laying ( 
commences, the combs enlarge am! 
the

returns. 
Many instances 
have been noted with Ix'ghorns and 
Minorcas 
which 
indicate 
that the 
birds with the largest 
and reddest 
combs arc in heavy-laying condition. 
A laying hen works and hunts for 
food all day, is the first off of the 
roost ind the last to go to roost.

Some claim the pelvic bone test to 
be final and conclusive. 
Immediately 
below 
the tail 
at 
the end of side 
pieces of the back are two somewhat 
bony protuberances. 
These are called 
the pelvic or "lay" bones, 
and 
are 
just above the vent through 
which ( 
the eggs must pass. 
When 
an 
egg 
is laid, these bones must be forced 
apart to allow its free passage. 
When 
these bones are soft and pliable, and 
spread sufficient to allow three fingers 
to be placed between them, it is an 
indication that the hen is laying.

A v o ter is a male citizen who will he 
2 1 y ea is o f ag e o r o v er o n day o f 
electio n who is nativ e bo rn o r natur­ 
alized, and lias leg al residence in ins 
precinct, co unty and state. 
The elec­ 
tio n tins y ear o ccurs o n Tuesday , 
No v . 5 th, so a perso n bo rn o n No v . 
6 th 2 1 y ears prev io us is a leg al v o ter. 
No man can v o te witho ut hav ing 
prev io usly reg istered. 
A v o ter must he present in perso n 
to reg ister. 
A v o ter reg isters but o nce in pre­ 
cinct where he v o tes. 
If a v o ter sho uld 
chang e 
v o ting 
places, state, co unty , 
to wnship 
o r 
precinct he must reg ister in o ne to 
which he 
mo v es and if 
prev io usly 
reg istered, bring a certificate o f such 
prev io us reg istry fro m Co unty Audi­ 
to r under sig nature and seal. 
The Reg istratio n ho ard will ho ld 
three sessio ns each y ear (in which 
electio ns o ccur) in each precinct in 
May , September and Octo ber. 
The 
first reg istratio n this y ear will be o n 
Thursday , May 9th, and m ay last fo r 
three day s if fo und necessary to a c­ 
commodate 
the v o ters. 
The o ther 
two will be o n Friday , September 6 th, 
and Mo nday , Octo ber 7 th, fo r o nly 
o ne day each. 
The ho urs fo r reg is­ 
tering are 5 o 'clo ck a. m. to 6 o 'clo ck
